The accounting officer acknowledges that he is ultimately responsible for the systém of internal financial control established by 
the municipality and plače considerable importance on maintaining a strong control environment. To enable the accounting 
officer to meet these responsibilities, the accounting officer sets standards for internal control aimed at reducing the risk of 
error or deficit in a cost effective manner.

1.1 Presentation currency 

These annual financial statements are presented in South Afričan Rand, which is the functional currency of the municipality. 

1.2 Going concern assumption 

These annual financial statements háve been prepared based on the expectation that the municipality will continue to 
operate as a going concern for at least the next 12 months. 

1.3 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with South Afričan Standards of GRÁP requires the use of certain critical 
accounting estimates. It also requires management to exercise its judgment in the process of applying the municipality’s 
accounting policies. The areas involving a higher degree of judgment or complexity, or areas where assumptions and estimates 
are significant to the financial statements are disciosed in the relevant sections of the financial statements. Although these 
estimates are based on managemenťs best knowledge of current events and actions they may undertake in the future, actual 
results ultimately may differ from those estimates. These include: 

Trade receivables and other receivables 

The municipality assesses its trade receivables for impairment at the end of each reporting periód. In determining whether an 
impairment loss should be recorded in surplus or deficit, the surplus makes judgements as to whether there is observable data 
indicating a measurable decrease in the estimated future cash flows from a financial asset. 

On receivables an impairment loss is recognised in the surplus or deficit when there is objective evidence that it is impaired. 
The impairment is measured as the difference between the receivables carrying amount and the present value of the estimated 
future cash flows discounted at the effective interest rate computed at the initial recognition. 

Impairment testing 

The recoverable amounts of cash-generating units and individual assets háve been determined based on the higher of value- 
in-use calculations and fair values less costs to sell. These calculations require the use of estimates and assumptions. It is 
reasonably possible that the assumption may change which may then impact our estimations and may then require a matéria! 
adjustment to the carrying value of tangible assets. 

The municipality reviews and tests the carrying value of assets when events or changes in circumstances suggest that the 
carrying amount may not be recoverable. Assets are grouped at the lowest level for which identifiable cash flows are largely 
independent of cash flows of other assets and liabilities. If there are indications that impairment may háve occurred, estimates 
are prepared of expected future cash flows for each group of assets. Expected future cash flows used to determine the value in 
use of tangible assets are inherently uncertain and could materially change over time. They are significantly affected by a 
number of factors including municipality specific variables and economic factors. 
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1 .3 Significant judgements and sources of estimation uncertainty (continued) 

Provisions 

Provisions were raised and management determined an estimate based on the Information available. Additional disciosure of 
these estimates of provisions are included in note 21 - Provisions. 

Employee benefit obligation 

The present value of the employee benefit obligation depends on a number of factors that are determined on an actuarial basis 
using a number of assumptions. The assumptions used in determining the net cost (income) include the discount rate. Any 
changes in these assumptions will impact on the carrying amount of post retirement obligations. 

The municipality determines the appropriate discount rate at the end of each year. This is the interest rate that should be used 
to determine the present value of estimated future cash outflows expected to be required to settie the pension obligations. In 
determining the appropriate discount rate, the municipality considers the interest rates of high-quality corporate bonds that are 
denominated in the currency in which the benefits will be paid, and that háve terms to maturity approximating the terms of the 
related pension liability. 

Other key assumptions for pension obligations are based on current market conditions. Additional Information is disciosed in 
the Employee Benefit Obligation note 19 to the financial statements. 

Effective interest method 

The municipality used the prime interest rate to discount future cash flows. 

1.4 Biological assets 

The entity recognises a biological assets when, and oniy when: 

• the entity Controls the asset as a result of pást events; 

• it is probable that future economic benefits or Service potential associated with the asset will flow to the 
municipality; and 

• the fair value or cost of the asset can be measured reliably. 

Biological assets are measured at their fair value less costs to sell. 

A gain or loss arising on initial recognition of biological assets or agricultural produce at fair value less costs to sell and from a 
change in fair value less costs to sell of a biological assets is included in surplus or deficit for the periód in which it arises. 

Where fair value cannot be measured reliably, biological assets are measured at cost less any accumulated depreciation and 
any accumulated impairment losses. 

1.5 Investment property 

Investment property is property (land or a building - or part of a building - or both) held to earn rentals or for Capital appreciation 
or both, rather than for: 

• use in the production or supply of goods or Services or for 

• administratíve purposes, or 

• sále in the ordinary course of operations. 

Investment property is recognised as an asset when, it is probable that the future economic benefits or Service potential that 
are associated with the investment property will flow to the municipality, and the cost or fair value of the investment property 
can be measured reliably. 

Investment property is initially recognised at cost. Transaction costs are included in the initial measurement. 

Where investment property is acquired through a non-exchange transaction, its cost is its fair value as at the dáte of 
acquisition. 

Costs include costs incurred initially and costs incurred subsequently to add to, or to replace a part of, or Service a property. If a 
replacement part is recognised in the carrying amount of the investment property, the carrying amount of the replaced part is 
derecognised. 
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1.5 Investment property (continued) 

The cost of self-constructed investment property is the cost at the dáte of completion. 

The following criteria háve been applied to distinguish investment properties from owner occupied property or property held for 
resale: 

- All properties held to earn market related rentals or for Capital appreciation, or for both and are not used for 
administratíve purposes and that will not be sold within the next 12 months are classified as investment properties; 

- Land held for currently undetermined future use. If the Municipality has not determined that it will use the land as 
owner-occupied property, or for a short term sále in the ordinary course of business, the land is regarded as being 
held for Capital appreciation; 

- A building owned by the municipality (or held by the municipality under a finance lease) and leased out under one or 
more operating leases (this will include the property portfolio rented out by the housing board on a commercial basis 
on behalf of the Municipality); and 

- A building that is vacant but is held to be leased out under one or more operating leases on a commercial basis to 
external parties. 

The following assets do not fall into the ambit of investment property, and shall be classified as Property, Plánt and Equipment 
or Non-current Assets Held for Sále (where appropriate): 

- Property held for sále in the ordinary course of operations; 

- Properly being constructed or developed on behalf of third parties; 

- Owner-occupied property; 

- Property that is being constructed or developed for future use as Investment Property; 

- Property that is leased out under a finance lease; 

- Property that is held to provide a social Service and which also generates cash flows; and 

- Property held for stratégie purposes and or Service delivery. 

Compensation from third parties for investment property that was impaired, lost or given up is reeognised in surplus or deficit 
when the compensation becomes receivable. 

Property interest held under operating leases are classified and aceounted for as investment property if property interest that is 
held by a lessee under an operating lease may be classified and aceounted for as investment property, provided that the 
property would otherwise meet the definition of investment property and the lessee uses the fair value model. 

When classification is difficult, the criteria used to distinguish investment properties from owner-occupied and from property 
held for sále is established by using criteria that it can utilise to exercise judgment consistently in accordance with the definition 
of investment property and with the related guidance. 

Cost model 

Investment property is carried at cost less aceumulated depreciation and any aceumulated impairment losses. 

Depreciation is provided to write down the cost, less estimated residual value by equal installments over the useful life of the 
property, which is as follows:

Property - land indefinite 

Property - buildings 30 years 

Air-conditioners 3-7 years 

Investment property is unreeognised on disposal or when the investment property is permanently withdrawn from use and no 
future economic benefits or Service potential are expected from its disposal. 

Gains or losses arising from the retirement or disposal of investment property is the difference between the net disposal 
proceeds and the carrying amount of the asset and is reeognised in surplus or deficit in the periód of retirement or disposal. 

Subsequent to initial reeognition, Investment property is carried at cost less aceumulated depreciation and impairment. No 
depreciation is reeognised where the residual value of the property exceeds the historical cost of the Investment property. 
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1.6 Property, plánt and equipment 

Property, plánt and equipment are tangible non-current assets (including infrastructure assets) that are held for use in the 
production or supply of goods or Services, rental to others, or for administratíve purposes, and are expected to be used during 
more than one reporting periód. 

The cost of an item of property, plánt and equipment is recognised as an asset when: 

• it is probable that future economic benefits or Service potential associated with the item will flow to the 
municipality; and 

• the cost or fair value of the item can be measured reliably. 

Property, plánt and equipment are initially recognised at cost on the acquisition dáte, or in the čase of assets acquired by 
grant or donation, deemed cost being the fair value of the asset on initial recognition. The cost of an item of property, plánt 
and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset to the location and condition necessary 
for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by management. Trade discounts and rebates are deducted in 
arriving at the cost. The cost also includes the necessary cost of dismantling and removing the asset and restoring the site 
on which is located. 

Where an asset is acquired by the Municipality for no or nominal consideration (i. e. Non-exchange transaction), the cost is 
deemed to be equal to the fair value of the asset on the dáte acquired. 


Property, plánt and equipment is initially measured at cost. 

The cost of an item of property, plánt and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset to the 
location and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by management. Trade discounts and 
rebates are deducted in arriving at the cost. 

Where an item of property, plánt and equipment is acquired in exchange for a non-monetary asset or assets, or a combination 
of assets and non-monetary assets, the asset acquired is initially measured at fair value (the cost). If the acquired item's fair 
value was not determinable, iťs deemed cost is the carrying amount of the asset(s) given up. 

When significant components of an item of property, plánt and equipment háve different useful lives, they are accounted for as 
separáte items (major components) of property, plánt and equipment. 

Costs include costs incurred initially to acquire or construct an item of property, plánt and equipment and costs incurred 
subsequently to add to, replace part of, or Service it. If a replacement cost is recognised in the carrying amount of an item of 
property, plánt and equipment, the carrying amount of the replaced part is unrecognised. 

The initial estimate of the costs of dismantling and removing the item and restoring the site on which it is located is also 
included in the cost of property, plánt and equipment, where the municipality is obligated to incursuch expenditure, and where 
the obligation arises as a result of acquiring the asset or using it for purposes other than the production of inventories. 

Recognition of costs in the carrying amount of an item of property, plánt and equipment ceases when the item is in the location 
and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by management. 

Major spare parts and stand by equipment which are expected to be used for more than one periód are included in property, 
plánt and equipment. In addition, spare parts and stand by equipment which can oniy be used in connection with an item of 
property, plánt and equipment are accounted for as property, plánt and equipment. 

Subsequent to initial measurement Property, plánt and equipment is carhed at cost less accumulated depreciation and any 
impairment losses. 

Property, plánt and equipment is carried at cost less accumulated depreciation and any impairment losses. 

Property, plánt and equipment are depreciated on the straight line basis over their expected useful lives to their estimated 
residual value. 
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1.6 Property, plánt and equipment (continued) 

Land is not depreciated as it is regarded as having an infinite life. Depreciation on assets other than land is calculated on cost, 
using the straight line method, to allocate their cost or revalued amounts to their residual values over the over the estimated 
useful lives of the assets. The depreciation method used reflects the pattern in which the assets future economic benefits or 
Service potential are expected to be consumed by the Municipality. Components of assets that are significant in relation to the 
whole asset or the and that háve different useful lives, are depreciated separately. 

Depreciation oniy commences when the asset is available for use, uniess stated otherwise. 

Subsequent expenditure relating to property, plánt and equipment is capitalised if it is probable that future economic benefits or 
Service potential associated with the expenditure will flow to the municipality and the cost can measured reliably. Subsequent 
expenditure incurred on an asset is oniy capitalised when it increases the capacity or future economic benefits associated with 
the asset. Where the Municipality replaces parts of an asset, it derecognises the part of the asset that is being replaced and 
capitalises the new component. 

Compensation from third parties for items of property, plánt and equipment that were impaired, lost or given up is included in 
the surplus or deficit when the compensation becomes receivable.

The residual value, the useful life and depreciation method of each asset are reviewed at least at of each reporting dáte. If the 
expectations differ from previous estimates, the change is accounted for as a change in accounting estimate. 

Reviewing the useful life of an asset on an annual basis does not require the municipality to amend the previous estimate 
uniess expectations differ from the previous estimate. 


Each part of an item of property, plánt and equipment with a cost that is significant in relation to the total cost of the item is 
depreciated separately. 

The depreciation chargé for each periód is recognised in surplus or deficit uniess it is included in the carrying amount of 
another asset. 


Items of property, plánt and equipment are derecognised when the asset is disposed of or when there are no further economic 
benefits or Service potential expected from the use or disposal of the asset. 
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1.6 Property, plánt and equipment (continued) 

The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of an item of property, plánt and equipment is included in surplus or deficit when 
the item is derecognised. The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of an item of property, plánt and equipment is 
determined as the difference between the net disposal proceeds, if any, and the carrying amount of the item. 

Incomplete construction work 

Incomplete construction work is stated at historical cost, depreciation oniy commences when the asset is available for use. 

Finance leases 

Assets capitalised under a finance leases are depreciated over the expected useful lives on the samé basis as property, plánt 
and equipment controlled by the municipality, or where shorter the term of the relevant lease if there is no reasonable surety 
that the Municipality will obtain ownership by the end of the lease term. 

I nf rastru cture assets 

Infrastructure assets are any assets that are part of a network of simiiar assets. Infrastructure assets are shown at cost less 
accumulated depreciation and impairment. Infrastructure assets are treated similarly to all other assets of the municipality in 
terms of the asset management policy. 

Derecognition of property, plánt and equipment assets 

The carrying amount of an item of property, plánt equipment is derecognised on disposal, or when no future economic benefits 
or Service potential are expected to flow from its use or disposal. 

The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of an item of property, plánt and equipment is included in surplus or deficit when 
the item is derecognised. Gains are not included in revenue. These are included in other income. 

Gains or losses are calculated as the difference between the net book value of assets (cost less accumulated depreciation and 
accumulated impairment losses) and the sales proceeds. This is included in the statement of financial performance as a gain 
or loss on disposal of property, plánt and equipment. 

1.7 Intangible assets 

An asset is identifiable if it either: 

• is separable, i. e. is capable of being separated or divided from the municipality and sold, transferred, licensed, 
rented or exchanged, either individually or together with a related contract, identifiable assets or liability, 
regardless of whether the municipality intends to do so; or 

• arises from binding arrangements (including rights from contracts), regardless of whether those rights are 
transferable or separable from the municipality or from other rights and obligations. 

An intangible asset is recognised when: 

• it is probable that the expected future economic benefits or Service potential that are attributable to the asset will 
flow to the municipality; and 

• the cost or fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. 

Intangible assets are initially recognised at cost. 

The municipality assesses the probability of expected future economic benefits or Service potential using reasonable and 
supportable assumptions that represent managemenťs best estimate of the set of economic conditions that will exist over the 
useful life of the asset. 

Where an intangible asset is acquired through a non-exchange transaction, the cost shall be its fair value as at the dáte of 
acquisition. 

Intangible assets are carried at cost less any accumulated amortisation and any impairment losses. 
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1.7 Intangible assets (continued) 

An intangible asset is regarded as having an indefinite useful life when, based on all relevant factors, there is no foreseeable 
limit to the periód over which the asset is expected to generate net cash inflows or Service potential. Amortisation is not 
provided for these intangible assets, but they are tested for impairment annually and whenever there is an indication that the 
asset may be impaired. For all other intangible assets amortisation is provided on a straight line basis over their useful life. 

The amortisation periód and the amortisation method for intangible assets are reviewed at each reporting dáte. 

If the expectations from previous estimates change, the change is treated as a change in accounting estimate. 

Where an intangible asset is acquired in exchange for a non-monetary asset, or a combination of monetary and non-monetary 
assets, the asset is initially measured at fair value (cost). If the fair value cannot be determined, its deemed cost is the carrying 
amount of the asset given up. 

Intangible assets are assessed annually for impairment, with any reduction in the carrying amount reflected through the surplus 
or deficit in the periód incurred. 

Reassessing the useful life of an intangible asset with a finite useful life after it was classified as indefinite is an indicator that 
the asset may be impaired. As a result the asset is tested for impairment and the remaining carrying amount is amortised over 
its useful life. 

Amortisation is provided to write down the intangible assets, on a straight line basis, to their residual values as follows: 

Where intangible assets are deemed to háve an indefinite useful life, súch intangible assets are not amortised, for example 
servitudes obtained by the Municipality give the Municipality access to land for specific purposes for an uniimited periód 
however súch intangible assets are subject to an annual impairment test. 

Intangible assets are annually tested for impairment, including intangible assets not yet available for use. Where items of 
intangible assets háve been impaired, the carrying value is adjusted by impairment loss, which is recognised as an expense in 
the periód that the impairment is identified except where the impairment reverses a previous revaluation. The impairment loss 
is the difference between the carrying amount and the recoverable amount which is calculated at the lower of the value in use 
and the fair value less cost to sell. 

The estimated useful life and amortisation methods are reviewed annually at the end of each financial year. Any adjustments 
arising from the annual review are applied prospectively as a change in accounting estimate in the statement of financial 
performance for the year. 

Internally generated brands, mastheads, publishing titles, customer lists and items simiiar in substance are not recognised as 
intangible assets. 

Internally generated goodwill is not recognised as an intangible asset. 

Amortisation is provided to write down the intangible assets, on a straight line basis, to their residual values as follows: 

Item Useful life 

Computer Software 3 years 

Intangible assets are derecognised: 

• on disposal; or 

• when no future economic benefits or Service potential are expected from its use or disposal. 

The gain or loss is the difference between the proceeds and the carrying amount of the intangible asset . The gain or loss is 
recognised in the periód in which it is incurred through the surplus or deficit for the periód. 


1.8 Heritage assets 

Class of heritage assets means a grouping of heritage assets of a simiiar náture or function in the municipality’s operations 
that is shown as a single item for the purpose of disciosure in the annual financial statements. 

Fleritage assets are assets that háve a cultural, environmental, historical, natural, scientific, technological or artistic significance 
and are held indefinitely for the benefit of present and future generations.

Accounting Policies 


1.8 Heritage assets (continued) 

An inalienable item is an asset that the municipality is required by law or otherwise to retain indefinitely and cannot be 
disposed of without consent. 

Recognition 

The municipality recognises a heritage asset as an asset if it is probable that future economic benefits or Service potential 
associated with the asset will flow to the municipality, and the cost or fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. 

Initial measurement 

Heritage assets are measured at cost. 

Where a heritage asset is acquired through a non-exchange transaction, its cost is measured at its fair value as at the dáte of 
acquisition. 

Subsequent measurement 

After recognition as an asset, a class of heritage assets is carried at its cost less any accumulated impairment losses. 

After recognition as an asset, a class of heritage assets, whose fair value can be measured reliably, is carried at a revalued 
amount, being its fair value at the dáte of the revaluation less any subsequent impairment losses. 

If a heritage asseťs carrying amount is increased as a result of a revaluation, the increase is credited directiy to a revaluation 
surplus. However, the increase is recognised in surplus or deficit to the extent that it reverses a revaluation decrease of the 
samé heritage asset previously recognised in surplus or deficit. 

If a heritage asseťs carrying amount is decreased as a result of a revaluation, the decrease is recognised in surplus or deficit. 
However, the decrease is debited directiy to a revaluation surplus to the extent of any credit balance existing in the revaluation 
surplus in respect of that heritage asset. 

Impairment 

The municipality assess at each reporting dáte whether there is an indication that it may be impaired. If any súch indication 
exists, the municipality estimates the recoverable amount or the recoverable Service amount of the heritage asset. 

Transfers 

Transfere from heritage assets are oniy made when the particular asset no longer meets the definition of a heritage asset. 
Transfers to heritage assets are oniy made when the asset meets the definition of a heritage asset. 

Derecognition 

The municipality derecognises heritage asset on disposal, or when no future economic benefits or Service potential are 
expected from its use or disposal. 

The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of a heritage asset is determined as the difference between the net disposal 
proceeds, if any, and the carrying amount of the heritage asset. Súch difference is recognised in surplus or deficit when the 
heritage asset is derecognised. 

Transitional provision 

The municipality changed its accounting policy for heritage assets in 2015. The change in accounting policy is made in 
accordance with its transitional provision as per Directive 4 of the GRÁP Reporting Framework. 

According to the transitional provision, the municipality is not required to measure heritage assets for reporting periods 
beginning on or after a dáte within three years following the dáte of initial adoption of the Standard of GRÁP on Heritage 
assets. Heritage assets háve accordingly been recognised at provisional amounts, as disciosed in note 12. The transitional 
provision expires on 30/06/2015. 
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1.8 Heritage assets (continued) 

Until súch time as the measurement periód expires and heritage assets is recognised and measured in accordance with the 
requirements of the Standard of GRÁP on Property, plánt and equipment, the municipality need not comply with the Štandarde 
of GRÁP on (to the extent that these Štandarde prescribe requirements for heritage assets): 

• Presentation of Financial Statements (GRÁP 1 ), 

• The Effects of Changes in Foreign Exchange Transactions (GRÁP 4), 

• Leases (GRÁP 13), 

• Segment Reporting (GRÁP 18), 

• Discontinued Operations (GRÁP 100) 

The exemption from applying the measurement requirements of the Standard of GRÁP on Fleritage assets implies that any 
associated presentation and disciosure requirements need not be complied with for heritage assets not measured in 
accordance with the requirements of the Standard of GRÁP on Heritage assets. 

1.9 Financial Instruments 

A financial inštrument is any contract that gives rise to a financial asset of one entity and a financial liability or a residual 
interest of another entity. 

The amortised cost of a financial asset or financial liability is the amount at which the financial asset or financial liability is 
measured at initial recognition minus principál repayments, plus or minus the cumulative amortisation using the effective 
interest method of any difference between that initial amount and the maturity amount, and minus any reduction for impairment 
or uncollectibility. 

Credit risk is the risk that one party to a financial inštrument will cause a financial loss for the other party by failing to discharge 
an obligation. 

Derecognition is the removal of a previously recognised financial asset or financial liability from the municipality’s statement of 
financial position. 

The effective interest method is a method of calculating the amortised cost of a financial asset or a financial liability (or group of 
financial assets or financial liabilities) and of allocating the interest income or interest expense over the relevant periód. The 
effective interest rate is the rate that exactiy discounts estimated future cash payments or receipts through the expected life of 
the financial inštrument or, when appropriate, a shorter periód to the net carrying amount of the financial asset or financial 
liability. When calculating the effective interest rate, the municipality shall estimate cash flows considering all contractual terms 
of the financial inštrument (for example, prepayment, call and simiiar options) but shall not consider future credit losses. The 
calculation includes all fees and points paid or received between parties to the contract that are an integrál part of the effective 
interest rate (see the Standard of GRÁP on Revenue from Exchange Transactions), transaction costs, and all other premiums 
or discounts. There is a presumption that the cash flows and the expected life of a group of simiiar financial Instruments can be 
estimated reliably. However, in those rare cases when it is not possible to reliably estimate the cash flows or the expected life 
of a financial inštrument (or group of financial Instruments), the municipality shall use the contractual cash flows over the full 
contractual term of the financial inštrument (or group of financial Instruments). 

A financial asset is: 

• cash; 

• a residual interest of another entity; or 

• a contractual right to: 

receive cash or another financial asset from another entity; or 

exchange financial assets or financial liabilities with another entity under conditions that are potentially 
favourable to the municipality. 

A financial liability is any liability that is a contractual obligation to: 

• deliver cash or another financial asset to another entity; or 

• exchange financial assets or financial liabilities under conditions that are potentially unfavourable to the municipality. 

A financial asset is pást due when a counterparty has failed to make a payment when contractually due. 

Transaction costs are incremental costs that are directiy attributable to the acquisition, issue or disposal of a financial asset or 
financial liability. An incremental cost is one that would not háve been incurred if the municipality had not acquired, issued or 
disposed of the financial inštrument. 
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1.9 Financial Instruments (continued) 

Financial Instruments at amortised cost are non-derivative financial assets or non-derivative financial liabilities that háve fixed 
or determinable payments, excluding those Instruments that: 

• the municipality designates at fair value at initial recognition; or 

• are held for trading. 

Financial Instruments at cost are investments in residual interests that do not háve a quoted market price in an active market, 
and whose fair value cannot be reliably measured. 

Financial Instruments at fair value comprise financial assets or financial liabilities that are: 

• derivatives; 

• combined Instruments that are designated at fair value; 

• Instruments held for trading. A financial inštrument is held for trading if: 

it is acquired or incurred principally for the purpose of selling or repurchasing it in the near-term; or 
on initial recognition it is part of a portfolio of identified financial Instruments that are managed together and for 
which there is evidence of a recent actual pattern of short term profit-taking; 

non-derivative financial assets or financial liabilities with fixed or determinable payments that are designated at 
fair value at initial recognition; and 

financial Instruments that do not meet the definition of financial Instruments at amortised cost or financial 
Instruments at cost.

Initial recognition 

The municipality recognises a financial asset or a financial liability in its statement of financial position when the municipality 
becomes a party to the contractual provisions of the inštrument. 

The municipality recognises financial assets using trade dáte accounting. 

Initial measurement 

The municipality measures a financial asset and financial liability initially at its fair value plus transaction costs that are directiy 
attributable to the acquisition or issue of the financial asset or financial liability. 
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1.9 Financial Instruments (continued) 

Subsequent measurement of financial assets and financial liabilities 

The municipality measures all financial assets and financial liabilities after initial recognition using the following categories: 

• Financial Instruments at fair value. 

• Financial Instruments at amortised cost. 

• Financial Instruments at cost. 

All financial assets measured at amortised cost, or cost, are subject to an impairment review. 

Reclassification 

The municipality does not reclassify a financial inštrument while it is issued or held uniess it is: 

• combined inštrument that is required to be measured at fair value; or 

• an investment in a residual interest that meets the requirements for reclassification. 

Gains and losses 

For financial assets and financial liabilities measured at amortised cost or cost, a gain or loss is recognised in surplus or deficit 
when the financial asset or financial liability is derecognised or impaired, or through the amortisation process. 

Impairment and uncollectibility of financial assets 

The municipality assess at the end of each reporting periód whether there is any objective evidence that a financial asset or 
group of financial assets is impaired. 

Financial assets measured at amortised cost: 

If there is objective evidence that an impairment loss on financial assets measured at amortised cost has been incurred, the 
amount of the loss is measured as the difference between the asseťs carrying amount and the present value of estimated 
future cash flows (excluding future credit losses that háve not been incurred) discounted at the financial asseťs originál 
effective interest rate. The carrying amount of the asset is reduced directiy. The amount of the loss is recognised in surplus or 
deficit. 

If, in a subsequent periód, the amount of the impairment loss decreases and the decrease can be related objectively to an 
event occurring after the impairment was recognised, the previously recognised impairment loss is reversed directiy. The 
reversal does not result in a carrying amount of the financial asset that exceeds what the amortised cost would háve been had 
the impairment not been recognised at the dáte the impairment is reversed. The amount of the reversal is recognised in surplus 
or deficit. 

If there is objective evidence that an impairment loss has been incurred on an investment in a residual interest that is not 
measured at fair value because its fair value cannot be measured reliably, the amount of the impairment loss is measured as 
the difference between the carrying amount of the financial asset and the present value of estimated future cash flows 
discounted at the current market rate of return for a simiiar financial asset. Súch impairment losses are not reversed. 
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1.9 Financial Instruments (continued) 

Derecognition 

Financial assets 

The municipality derecognises a financial asset oniy when: 

• the contractual rights to the cash flows from the financial asset expire, are settied or waived; 

• the municipality transfere to another party substantially all of the risks and rewards of ownership of the financial 
asset; or 

• the municipality, despite having retained some significant risks and rewards of ownership of the financial asset, has 
transferred control of the asset to another party and the other party has the practical ability to sell the asset in its 
entirety to an unrelated third party, and is abie to exercise that ability unilaterally and without needing to impose 
additional restrictions on the transfer. In this čase, the municipality : 

derecognise the asset; and 

recognise separately any rights and obligations created or retained in the transfer. 

On derecognition of a financial asset in its entirety, the difference between the carrying amount and the sum of the 
consideration received is recognised in surplus or deficit. 

Financial liabilities 

The municipality removes a financial liability (or a part of a financial liability) from its statement of financial position when it is 
extinguished — i. e. when the obligation specified in the contract is discharged, cancelled, expires or waived. 

The difference between the carrying amount of a financial liability (or part of a financial liability) extinguished or transferred to 
another party and the consideration paid, including any non-cash assets transferred or liabilities assumed, is recognised in 
surplus or deficit. Any liabilities that are waived, forgiven or assumed by another municipality by way of a non-exchange 
transaction are accounted for in accordance with the Standard of GRÁP on Revenue from Non-exchange Transactions (Taxes 
and Transfere). 

Presentation 

Interest relating to a financial inštrument or a component that is a financial liability is recognised as revenue or expense in 
surplus or deficit. 

Losses and gains relating to a financial inštrument or a component that is a financial liability is recognised as revenue or 
expense in surplus or deficit. 

A financial asset and a financial liability are oniy offset and the net amount presented in the statement of financial position 
when the municipality currently has a legally enforceable right to set off the recognised amounts and intends either to settie on 
a net basis, or to realise the asset and settie the liability simultaneously. 

1.10 Leases 

The Municipality as a Lessee 

Leases are classified as finance leases where substantially all the risks and rewards of ownership are transferred to the 
Municipality. Property, plánt and equipment or intangible assets subject to finance lease agreements are capitalised at 
amounts equal to the fair value of the asset or if lower the present value of the minimum lease payments determined at the 
inception of the lease. Corresponding liabilities are included as finance lease liabilities. The corresponding liabilities are initially 
recognised at the inception of the lease and measured at the sum of the minimum lease payments discounted for the effect of 
interest. In discounting the lease payments, the municipality uses the interest rate that exactiy discounts the lease payment and 
unguaranteed residual values to the fair value of the asset plus any direct costs incurred. Lease payments are allocated 
between the Capital and finance costs portions using the effective interest method. Lease finance costs are expensed when 
incurred. 

Subsequent to initial recognition, the leased assets are accounted for in accordance with the stated accounting policies 
applicable to property, plánt and equipment or intangible assets. The lease liability is reduced by the lease payments, which 
are allocated between finance costs and Capital repayment using the effective interest method. Lease finance costs are 
expensed when incurred. The accounting policies relating to the derecognition of financial Instruments are applied to lease 
payables. The leased asset is depreciated over the shorter of the useful life of the asset or the lease term. 
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1.10 Leases (continued) 

The Municipality as a lessor 

Operating lease rental income is recognised on a straight line over the term of the relevant lease. 

Finance leases - lessee 

Finance leases are recognised as assets and liabilities in the statement of financial position at amounts equal to the fair value 
of the leased property or, if lower, the present value of the minimum lease payments. The corresponding liability to the lessor is 
included in the statement of financial position as a finance lease obligation. 

The discount rate used in calculating the present value of the minimum lease payments is the interest rate implicit in the lease 
if it is practicable to determine. If not the rate for the government bond with a maturity simiiar to the lease is used. 

Minimum lease payments are apportioned between the finance chargé and reduction of the outstanding liability. The finance 
chargé is allocated to each periód during the lease term so as to produce a constant periodic rate of on the remaining balance 
of the liability. 

Operating leases - lessor 

Operating lease revenue is recognised as revenue on a straight-line basis over the lease term. 

Initial direct costs incurred in negotiating and arranging operating leases are added to the carrying amountof the leased asset 
and recognised as an expense over the lease term on the samé basis as the lease revenue. 

Income for leases is disciosed under revenue in statement of financial performance. 

Operating leases - lessee 

Operating lease payments are recognised as an expense on a straight-line basis over the lease term. The difference between 
the amounts recognised as an expense and the contractual payments are recognised as an operating lease asset or liability. 

1.11 Inventories 

Inventories are initially measured at cost except where inventories are acquired through a non-exchange transaction, then their 
costs are their fair value as at the dáte of acquisition. 

Subsequently inventories are measured at the lower of cost and net realisable value. 

Inventories are measured at the lower of cost and current replacement cost where they are held for; 

• distribution at no chargé or for a nominal chargé; or 

• consumption in the production process of goods to be distributed at no chargé or for a nominal chargé. 

Net realisable value is the estimated selling price in the ordinary course of operations less the estimated costs of completion 
and the estimated costs necessary to make the sále, exchange or distribution. 

Current replacement cost is the cost the municipality incurs to acquire the asset on the reporting dáte. 

When inventories are sold, the carrying amounts of those inventories are recognised as an expense in the periód in which the 
related revenue is recognised. If there is no related revenue, the expenses are recognised when the goods are distributed, or 
related Services are rendered. The amount of any write-down of inventories to net realisable value or current replacement cost 
and all losses of inventories are recognised as an expense in the periód the write-down or loss occurs. The amount of any 
reversal of any write-down of inventories, arising from an increase in net realisable value or current replacement cost, are 
recognised as a reduction in the amount of inventories recognised as an expense in the periód in which the reversal occurs. 

Subsequent to initial measurement 

Consumable Stores, raw materials, work in progress and finished goods are valued at the lower of cost and net realisable 
value. In generál the basis of determining cost is the weighted average cost of commodities. If inventories are to be distributed 
at no chargé or for a nominal chargé they are valued at the lower of cost or current replacement cost. 
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1.11 Inventories (continued) 

Redundant and slow moving inventory items are identified and written down from cost to net realisable value with regards to 
their estimated economic or realisable values and sold at public auction. Net realisable value is the estimated selling price in 
the ordinary course of business, less applicable variable selling expenses. Differences arising on the valuation of inventory are 
recognised in the statement of financial performance in the year in which they arise. The amount of any reversal of any write- 
down of inventories arising from an increase in net realisable value or current replacement cost is recognised as a reduction in 
the amount of inventories recognised as an expense in the periód in which the reversal occurs. 

The carrying amount of inventories is recognised as an expense in the periód in which the is sold, utilised or written off uniess 
it qualifies for capitalisation to the cost of an asset. 

Current replacement cost is the cost to replace the item at the current reporting dáte. 

The cost of inventories comprises all costs of purchase, conversion and other costs necessary to bring the item to their present 
location and condition. Where inventory is manufactured, constructed or produced the cost includes the cost of labour, matéria! 
and overheads used during the manufacturing process. 

The cost of inventories of items that are not ordinarily interchangeable and goods and Services produced and segregated for 
specific projects is assigned using the specific Identification of the individual costs. 

1.12 Impairment of cash-generating assets 

Cash-generating assets are those assets held by the municipality with the primary objective of generating a commercial return. 
When an asset is deployed in a manner consistent with that adopted by a profit-orientated municipality, it generates a 
commercial return. 

Impairment is a loss in the future economic benefits or Service potential of an asset, over and above the systematic recognition 
of the loss of the asseťs future economic benefits or Service potential through depreciation (amortisation). 

Carrying amount is the amount at which an asset is recognised in the statement of financial position after deducting any 
accumulated depreciation and accumulated impairment losses thereon. 

A cash-generating unit is the smallest identifiable group of assets held with the primary objective of generating a commercial 
return that generates cash inflows from continuing use that are largely independent of the cash inflows from other assets or 
groups of assets. 

Costs of disposal are incremental costs directiy attributable to the disposal of an asset, excluding finance costs and income tax 
expense. 

Depreciation (Amortisation) is the systematic allocation of the depreciable amount of an asset over its useful life. 

Fair value less costs to sell is the amount obtainable from the sále of an asset in an arm’s length transaction between 
knowledgeable, willing parties, less the costs of disposal. 

Recoverable amount of an asset or a cash-generating unit is the higher its fair value less costs to sell and its value in use. 
Useful life is either: 

(a) the periód of time over which an asset is expected to be used by the municipality; or 

(b) the number of production or simiiar units expected to be obtained from the asset by the municipality. 
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1.12 Impairment of cash-generating assets (continued) 

Identification of a potential impairment 

The recoverable amount of an asset is the higher of it fair value less cost to sell and its value in use. When the carrying amount 
of a cash-generating asset exceeds its recoverable amount, it is impaired. 

The municipality assesses at each reporting dáte whether there is any indication that a cash-generating asset may be 
impaired. If any súch indication exists, the municipality estimates the recoverable amount of the asset. 

Irrespective of whether there is any indication of impairment, the municipality also test a cash-generating intangible asset with 
an indefinite useful life or a cash-generating intangible asset not yet available for use for impairment annually by comparing its 
carrying amount with its recoverable amount. This impairment test is performed at the samé time every year. If an intangible 
asset was initially recognised during the current reporting periód, that intangible asset was tested for impairment before the end 
of the current reporting periód. 

Value in use 

Value in use of a cash-generating asset is the present value of the estimated future cash flows expected to be derived from the 
continuing use of an asset and from its disposal at the end of its useful life. 

When estimating the value in use of an asset, the municipality estimates the future cash inflows and outflows to be derived 
from continuing use of the asset and from its ultimate disposal and the municipality applies the appropriate discount rate to 
those future cash flows. 

Recognition and measurement (individual assets) 

If the recoverable amount of a cash-generating asset is less than its carrying amount, the carrying amount of the asset is 
reduced to its recoverable amount. This reduction is an impairment loss. 

An impairment loss is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

When the amount estimated for an impairment loss is greater than the carrying amount of the cash-generating asset to which it 
relates, the municipality recognises a liability oniy to the extent that is a requirement in the Standard of GRÁP. 

After the recognition of an impairment loss, the depreciation (amortisation) chargé for the cash-generating asset is adjusted in 
future periods to allocate the cash-generating asseťs revised carrying amount, less its residual value (if any), on a systematic 
basis over its remaining useful life. 
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1.12 Impairment of cash-generating assets (continued) 

Recognition and measurement (cash-generating units) 

If there is any indication that an asset may be impaired, the recoverable amount is estimated for the individual asset. If it is not 
possible to estimate the recoverable amount of the individual asset, the municipality determines the recoverable amount of the 
cash-generating unit to which the asset belongs (the asseťs cash-generating unit). 

If an active market exists for the output produced by an asset or group of assets, that asset or group of assets is identified as a 
cash-generating unit, even if some orall of the output is used internally. 

Cash-generating units are identified consistently from periód to periód for the samé asset or types of assets, uniess a change 
is justified. 

The carrying amount of a cash-generating unit is determined on a basis consistent with the way the recoverable amount of the 
cash-generating unit is determined. 

An impairment loss is recognised for a cash-generating unit if the recoverable amount of the unit is less than the carrying 
amount of the unit. The impairment is allocated to reduce the carrying amount of the cash-generating assets of the unit on a 
pro rata basis, based on the carrying amount of each asset in the unit. These reductions in carrying amounts are treated as 
impairment losses on individual assets. 

In allocating an impairment loss, the municipality does not reduce the carrying amount of an asset below the highest of: 

• its fair value less costs to sell (if determinable); 

• its value in use (if determinable); and 

• zero. 

The amount of the impairment loss that would otherwise háve been allocated to the asset is allocated pro rata to the other 
cash-generating assets of the unit. 

Where a non-cash-generating asset contributes to a cash-generating unit, a proportion of the carrying amount of that non- 
cash-generating asset is allocated to the carrying amount of the cash-generating unit prior to estimation of the recoverable 
amount of the cash-generating unit. 
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1.12 Impairment of cash-generating assets (continued) 

Reversal of impairment loss 

The municipality assess at each reporting dáte whether there is any indication that an impairment loss recognised in prior 
periods for a cash-generating asset may no longer exist or may háve decreased. If any súch indication exists, the municipality 
estimates the recoverable amount of that asset. 

An impairment loss recognised in prior periods for a cash-generating asset is reversed if there has been a change in the 
estimates used to determine the asseťs recoverable amount since the last impairment loss was recognised. The carrying 
amount of the asset is increased to its recoverable amount. The increase is a reversal of an impairment loss. The increased 
carrying amount of an asset attributable to a reversal of an impairment loss does not exceed the carrying amount that would 
háve been determined (net of depreciation or amortisation) had no impairment loss been recognised for the asset in prior 
periods. 

A reversal of an impairment loss for a cash-generating asset is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

After a reversal of an impairment loss is recognised, the depreciation (amortisation) chargé for the cash-generating asset is 
adjusted in future periods to allocate the cash-generating asseťs revised carrying amount, less its residual value (if any), on a 
systematic basis over its remaining useful life. 

A reversal of an impairment loss for a cash-generating unit is allocated to the cash-generating assets of the unit pro rata with 
the carrying amounts of those assets. These increases in carrying amounts are treated as reversals of impairment losses for 
individual assets. No part of the amount of súch a reversal is allocated to a non-cash-generating asset contributing Service 
potential to a cash-generating unit. 

In allocating a reversal of an impairment loss for a cash-generating unit, the carrying amount of an asset is not increased above 
the lower of: 

• its recoverable amount (if determinable); and 

• the carrying amount that would háve been determined (net of amortisation or depreciation) had no impairment loss 
been recognised for the asset in prior periods. 

The amount of the reversal of the impairment loss that would otherwise háve been allocated to the asset is allocated pro rata to 
the other assets of the unit. 

Redesignation 

The redesignation of assets from a cash-generating asset to a non-cash-generating asset or from a non-cash-generating asset 
to a cash-generating asset oniy occur when there is clear evidence that súch a redesignation is appropriate. 

1.13 Impairment of non-cash-generating assets 

Cash-generating assets are those assets held by the municipality with the primary objective of generating a commercial return. 
When an asset is deployed in a manner consistent with that adopted by a profit-orientated municipality, it generates a 
commercial return. 

Impairment is a loss in the future economic benefits or Service potential of an asset, over and above the systematic recognition 
of the loss of the asseťs future economic benefits or Service potential through depreciation (amortisation). 

Carrying amount is the amount at which an asset is recognised in the statement of financial position after deducting any 
accumulated depreciation and accumulated impairment losses thereon. 

A cash-generating unit is the smallest identifiable group of assets held with the primary objective of generating a commercial 
return that generates cash inflows from continuing use that are largely independent of the cash inflows from other assets or 
groups of assets. 

Costs of disposal are incremental costs directiy attributable to the disposal of an asset, excluding finance costs and value 
added taxes. 

Depreciation (Amortisation) is the systematic allocation of the depreciable amount of an asset over its useful life. 
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1.13 Impairment of non-cash-generating assets (continued) 

Fair value less costs to sell is the amount obtainable from the sále of an asset in an arm’s length transaction between 
knowledgeable, willing parties, less the costs of disposal. 

Recoverable Service amount is the higher of a non-cash-generating asseťs fair value less costs to sell and its value in use. 
Useful life is either: 

(a) the periód of tíme over which an asset is expected to be used by the municipality; or 

(b) the number of production or simiiar units expected to be obtained from the asset by the municipality. 

Identification of a potential impairment 

When the carrying amount of a non-cash-generating asset exceeds its recoverable Service amount, it is impaired. 

The municipality assesses at each reporting dáte whether there is any indication that a non-cash-generating asset may be 
impaired. If any súch indication exists, the municipality estimates the recoverable Service amount of the asset. 

Irrespective of whether there is any indication of impairment, the municipality also test a non-cash-generating intangible asset 
with an indefinite useful life or a non-cash-generating intangible asset not yet available for use for impairment annually by 
comparing its carrying amount with its recoverable Service amount. This impairment test is performed at the samé time every 
year. If an intangible asset was initially recognised during the current reporting periód, that intangible asset was tested for 
impairment before the end of the current reporting periód. 

Value in use 

Value in use of non-cash-generating assets is the present value of the non-cash-generating assets remaining Service potential. 

The present value of the remaining Service potential of a non-cash-generating assets is determined using the following 
approach: 

Depreciated replacement cost approach 

The present value of the remaining Service potential of a non-cash-generating asset is determined as the depreciated 
replacement cost of the asset. The replacement cost of an asset is the cost to replace the asseťs gross Service potential. This 
cost is depreciated to reflect the asset in its used condition. An asset may be replaced either through reproduction (replication) 
of the existing asset or through replacement of its gross Service potential. The depreciated replacement cost is measured as 
the reproduction or replacement cost of the asset, whichever is lower, less accumulated depreciation calculated on the basis of 
súch cost, to reflect the aiready consumed or expired Service potential of the asset. 

The replacement cost and reproduction cost of an asset is determined on an “optimised” basis. The rationale is that the 
municipality would not replace or reproduce the asset with a like asset if the asset to be replaced or reproduced is an 
overdesigned or overcapacity asset. Overdesigned assets contain features which are unnecessary for the goods or Services 
the asset provides. Overcapacity assets are assets that háve a greater capacity than is necessary to meet the demand for 
goods or Services the asset provides. The determination of the replacement cost or reproduction cost of an asset on an 
optimised basis thus reflects the Service potential required of the asset. 

Recognition and measurement of non-cash generating units 

If the recoverable Service amount of a non-cash-generating asset is less than its carrying amount, the carrying amount of the 
asset is reduced to its recoverable Service amount. This reduction is an impairment loss. 

An impairment loss is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

When the amount estimated for an impairment loss is greater than the carrying amount of the non-cash-generating asset to 
which it relates, the municipality recognises a liability oniy to the extent that is a requirement in the Štandarde of GRÁP 21 - 
Impairment of non-cash generating assets. 

After the recognition of an impairment loss, the depreciation (amortisation) chargé for the non-cash-generating asset is 
adjusted in future periods to allocate the non-cash-generating asseťs revised carrying amount, less its residual value (if any), 
on a systematic basis over its remaining useful life. 
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1.13 Impairment of non-cash-generating assets (continued) 

Reversal of an impairment loss 

The municipality assess at each reporting dáte whether there is any indication that an impairment loss recognised in prior 
periods for a non-cash-generating asset may no longer exist or may háve decreased. If any súch indication exists, the 
municipality estimates the recoverable Service amount of that asset. 

An impairment loss recognised in prior periods for a non-cash-generating asset is reversed if there has been a change in the 
estimates used to determine the asseťs recoverable Service amount since the last impairment loss was recognised. The 
carrying amount of the asset is increased to its recoverable Service amount. The increase is a reversal of an impairment loss. 
The increased carrying amount of an asset attributable to a reversal of an impairment loss does not exceed the carrying 
amount that would háve been determined (net of depreciation or amortisation) had no impairment loss been recognised for the 
asset in prior periods. 

A reversal of an impairment loss for a non-cash-generating asset is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

After a reversal of an impairment loss is recognised, the depreciation (amortisation) chargé for the non-cash-generating asset 
is adjusted in future periods to allocate the non-cash-generating asseťs revised carrying amount, less its residual value (if any), 
on a systematic basis over its remaining useful life. 

Redesignation 

The redesignation of assets from a cash-generating asset to a non-cash-generating asset or from a non-cash-generating asset 
to a cash-generating asset oniy occur when there is clear evidence that súch a redesignation is appropriate. 

1.14 Share Capital / contributed Capital 

An equity inštrument is any contract that evidences a residual interest in the assets of an municipality after deducting all of its 
liabilities. 

1.15 Employee benefits 

Employee benefits are all forms of consideration given by an municipality in exchange for Service rendered by employees. 

• an municipality’s decision to terminate an employee’s employment before the normál retirement dáte; or 

Vested employee benefits are employee benefits that are not conditional on future employment. 
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1.15 Employee benefits (continued) 

Short-term employee benefits 

Short-term employee benefits are employee benefits (other than termination benefits) that are due to be settied within twelve 
months after the end of the periód in which the employees render the related Service. 

Short-term employee benefits include items súch as: 

• wages, salaries and social security contributions; 

• short-term compensated absences (súch as paid annual leave and paid sick leave) where the compensation for the 
absences is due to be settied within twelve months after the end of the reporting periód in which the employees 
render the related employee Service; 

• bonus, incentive and performance related payments payable within twelve months after the end of the reporting 
periód in which the employees render the related Service; and 

• non-monetary benefits (for example, medical čare, and free or subsidised goods or Services súch as housing, cars 
and celiphones) for current employees. 

When an employee has rendered Service to the entity during a reporting periód, the entity recognise the undiscounted amount 
of short-term employee benefits expected to be paid in exchange for that Service: 

• as a liability (accrued expense), after deducting any amount aiready paid. If the amount aiready paid exceeds the 
undiscounted amount of the benefits, the municipality recognise that excess as an asset (prepaid expense) to the 
extent that the prepayment will lead to, for example, a reduction in future payments or a cash refund; and 

• as an expense, uniess another Standard requires or permits the inclusion of the benefits in the cost of an asset. 

The expected cost of compensated absences is recognised as an expense as the employees render Services that increase 
their entitlement or, in the čase of non-accumulating absences, when the absence occurs. The municipality measure the 
expected cost of accumulating compensated absences as the additional amount that the entity expects to pay as a result of the 
unused entitlement that has accumulated at the reporting dáte. 

The entity recognise the expected cost of bonus, incentive and performance related payments when the municipality has a 
present legal or constructive obligation to make súch payments as a result of pást events and a reliable estimate of the 
obligation can be made. A present obligation exists when the entity has no realistic alternatíve but to make the payments. 

Post-employment benefits 

Post-employment benefits are employee benefits (other than termination benefits) which are payable after the completion of 
employment. 

Post-employment benefits: Defined contribution plans 

Defined contribution plans are post-employment benefit plans under which an municipality pays fixed contributions into a 
separáte entity (a fund) and will háve no legal or constructive obligation to pay further contributions if the fund does not hold 
sufficient assets to pay all employee benefits relating to employee Service in the current and prior periods. 

When an employee has rendered Service to the municipality during a reporting periód, the municipality recognise the 
contribution payable to a defined contribution plaň in exchange for that Service: 

• as a liability (accrued expense), after deducting any contribution aiready paid. If the contribution aiready paid 
exceeds the contribution due for Service before the reporting dáte, the municipality recognises that excess as an 
asset (prepaid expense) to the extent that the prepayment will lead to, for example, a reduction in future payments or 
a cash refund; and 

• as an expense, uniess another Standard requires or permits the inclusion of the contribution in the cost of an asset. 

Where contributions to a defined contribution plaň do not fall due wholly within twelve months after the end of the reporting 
periód in which the employees render the related Service, they are discounted. The rate used to discount reflects the time value 
of money. The currency and term of the financial inštrument selected to reflect the time value of money is consistent with the 
currency and estimated term of the obligation. 
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1.15 Employee benefits (continued) 

Post-employment benefits: Defined benefit plans 

Defined benefit plans are post-employment benefit plans other than defined contribution plans. 

Actuarial gains and losses comprise experience adjustments (the effects of differences between the previous actuarial 
assumptions and what has actually occurred) and the effects of changes in actuarial assumptions. In measuring its defined 
benefit liability the municipality recognise actuarial gains and losses in surplus or deficit in the reporting periód in which they 
occur. 

Current Service cost is the increase in the present value of the defined benefit obligation resulting from employee Service in the 
current periód. 

Interest cost is the increase during a periód in the present value of a defined benefit obligation which arises because the 
benefits are one periód closer to settiement. 

Pást Service cost is the change in the present value of the defined benefit obligation for employee Service in prior periods, 
resulting in the current periód from the introduction of, or changes to, post-employment benefits or other long-term employee 
benefits. Pást Service cost may be either positive (when benefits are introduced or changed so that the present value of the 
defined benefit obligation increases) or negatíve (when existing benefits are changed so that the present value of the defined 
benefit obligation decreases). In measuring its defined benefit liability the entity recognise pást Service cost as an expense in 
the reporting periód in which the plaň is amended. 

The present value of a defined benefit obligation is the present value, without deducting any plaň assets, of expected future 
payments required to settie the obligation resulting from employee Service in the current and prior periods. 

The amount recognised as a defined benefit liability is the net total of the following amounts: 

• the present value of the defined benefit obligation at the reporting dáte; 

• plus any liability that may arise as a result of a minimum funding requirement. 

Any adjustments arising from the limit above is recognised in surplus or deficit. 

The municipality determine the present value of defined benefit obligations and the fair value of any plaň assets with sufficient 
regularity súch that the amounts recognised in the annual financial statements do not differ materially from the amounts that 
would be determined at the reporting dáte. 

Actuarial valuations are conducted on an annual basis by independent actuaries separately for each plaň. The results of the 
valuation are updated for any matéria! transactions and other matéria! changes in circumstances (including changes in market 
prices and interest rates) up to the reporting dáte. 
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1.15 Employee benefits (continued) 

Actuarial assumptions 

Actuarial assumptions are unbiased and mutually compatible. 

Financial assumptions are based on market expectations, at the reporting dáte, for the periód over which the obligations are to 
be settied. 

The rate used to discount post-employment benefit obligations (both funded and unfunded) reflect the time value of money. 
The currency and term of the financial inštrument selected to reflect the time value of money is consistent with the currency 
and estimated term of the post-employment benefit obligations. 

Post-employment benefit obligations are measured on a basis that reflects: 

• estimated future salary increases; 

• the benefits set out in the terms of the plaň (or resulting from any constructive obligation that goes beyond those 
terms) at the reporting dáte; and 

• estimated future changes in the level of any state benefits that affect the benefits payable under a defined benefit 
plaň, if, and oniy if, either: 

• those changes were enacted before the reporting dáte; or 

• pást history, or other reliable evidence, indicates that those state benefits will change in some predictable manner, 
for example, in line with future changes in generál price levels or generál salary levels. 

Assumptions about medical costs také account of estimated future changes in the cost of medical Services, resulting from both 
inflation and specific changes in medical costs. 

Other post retirement obligations 

The municipality provides post-retirement health čare medical aid benefits úpon retirement to some retirees. 

The entitlement to post-retirement health čare benefits is based on the employee remaining in Service up to retirement age and 
the completion of a minimum Service periód. The expected costs of these benefits are accrued over the periód of employment. 
Independent qualified actuaries carry out valuations of these obligations. The municipality also provides a gratuity and housing 
subsidy on retirement to certain employees. An annual chargé to income is made to cover both these liabilities. 

The amount recognised as a liability for other long-term employee benefits is the net total of the following amounts: 

• the present value of the defined benefit obligation at the reporting dáte; 

• minus the fair value at the reporting dáte of plaň assets (if any) out of which the obligations are to be settied directiy. 

The municipality shall recognise the net total of the following amounts as expense or revenue, except to the extent that another 
Standard requires or permits their inclusion in the cost of an asset: 

• current Service cost; 

• interest cost; 

• the expected return on any plaň assets and on any reimbursement right recognised as an asset; 

• actuarial gains and losses, which shall all be recognised immediately; 

• pást Service cost, which shall all be recognised immediately; and 

• the effect of any curtailments or settiements. 

1.16 Provisions 

Provisions are recognised when: 

• the municipality has a present obligation as a result of a pást event; 

• it is probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or Service potential will be required to 
settie the obligation; and 

• a reliable estimate can be made of the obligation. 

The amount of a provision is the best estimate of the expenditure expected to be required to settie the present obligation at the 
reporting dáte. 

Where the effect of time value of money is materiál, the amount of a provision is the present value of the expenditures 
expected to be required to settie the obligation. 
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1.16 Provisions (continued) 

Where some or all of the expenditure required to settie a provision is expected to be reimbursed by another party, the 
reimbursement is recognised when, and oniy when, it is virtually certain that reimbursement will be received if the municipality 
setties the obligation. The reimbursement is treated as a separáte asset. The amount recognised for the reimbursement does 
not exceed the amount of the provision. 

Provisions are reviewed at each reporting dáte and adjusted to reflect the current best estimate. Provisions are reversed if it is 
no longer probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or Service potential will be required, to settie the 
obligation. 

Where discounting is used, the carrying amount of a provision increases in each periód to reflect the passage of time. This 
increase is recognised as an interest expense. 

A provision is used oniy for expenditures for which the provision was originally recognised. 

Provisions are not recognised forfuture operating deficits. 

If the municipality has a contract that is onerous, the present obligation (net of recoveries) under the contract is recognised and 
measured as a provision. 

Future events that may affect the amount required to settie the obligation are reflected in the amount of the provision where 
there is sufficient objective evidence that they will occur. Gains from the expected disposal of an asset are taken into 
account in measuring a provision. 


Decommissioning, restoration and simiiar liability 

Changes in the measurement of an existing decommissioning, restoration and simiiar liability that result from changes in the 
estimated timing or amount of the outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or Service potential required to settie the 
obligation, or a change in the discount rate, is accounted for as follows: 

If the related asset is measured using the cost model: 

• changes in the liability is added to, or deducted from, the cost of the related asset in the current periód. 

• the amount deducted from the cost of the asset does not exceed its carrying amount. If a decrease in the liability 
exceeds the carrying amount of the asset, the excess is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 

• if the adjustment results in an addition to the cost of an asset, the municipality consider whether this is an indication 
that the new carrying amount of the asset may not be fully recoverable. If there is súch an indication, the municipality 
test the asset for impairment by estimating its recoverable amount or recoverable Service amount, and account for 
any impairment loss, in accordance with the accounting policy on impairment of assets as described in accounting 
policy 1.12 and 1.13. 

The adjusted depreciable amount of the asset is depreciated over its useful life. Therefore, once the related asset has reached 
the end of its useful life, all subsequent changes in the liability is recognised in surplus or deficit as they occur. 

The periodic unwinding of the discount is recognised in surplus or deficit as a finance cost as it occurs. 

1.17 Revenue from exchange transactions 

Revenue is the gross inflow of economic benefits or Service potential during the reporting periód when those inflows result in an 
increase in net assets, other than increases relating to contributions from owners. 

An exchange transaction is one in which the municipality receives assets or Services, or has liabilities extinguished, and directiy 
gives approximately equal value (primarily in the form of goods, Services or use of assets) to the other party in exchange. 

Fair value is the amount for which an asset could be exchanged, or a liability settied, between knowledgeable, willing parties in 
an arm’s length transaction. 

Measurement 

Revenue is measured at the fair value of the consideration received or receivable, net of trade discounts, VAT and volume 
rebates. 
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1.17 Revenue from exchange transactions (continued) 

Sále of goods 

Revenue from the sále of goods is recognised when all the following conditions háve been satisfied: 

• the municipality has transferred to the purchaser the significant risks and rewards of ownership of the goods; 

• the municipality retains neither continuing managerial involvement to the degree usually associated with 
ownership nor effective control over the goods sold; 

• the amount of revenue can be measured reliably; 

• it is probable that the economic benefits or Service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the 
municipality; and 

• the costs incurred or to be incurred in respect of the transaction can be measured reliably. 

Rendering of Services 

When the outcome of a transaction involving the rendering of Services can be estimated reliably, revenue associated with 
the transaction is recognised by reference to the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting dáte. The outcome 
of a transaction can be estimated reliably when all the following conditions are satisfied: 

• the amount of revenue can be measured reliably; 

• it is probable that the economic benefits or Service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the 
municipality; 

• the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting dáte can be measured reliably; and 

• the costs incurred for the transaction and the costs to complete the transaction can be measured reliably. 

When Services are performed by an indeterminate number of acts over a specified time frame, revenue is recognised on a 
straight line basis over the specified time frame uniess there is evidence that some other method better represents the stage of 
completion. When a specific act is múch more significant than any other acts, the recognition of revenue is postponed until the 
significant act is executed. 

When the outcome of the transaction involving the rendering of Services cannot be estimated reliably, revenue is recognised 
oniy to the extent of the expenses recognised that are recoverable. 

Service revenue is recognised by reference to the stage of completion of the transaction at the reporting dáte. Stage of 
completion is determined by Services performed to dáte as a percentage of total Services to be performed. 

Interest 

Revenue arising from the use by others of the municipality assets yielding interest or simiiar distributions is recognised when: 

• It is probable that the economic benefits or Service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the 
municipality, and 

• The amount of the revenue can be measured reliably. 

Interest is recognised, in surplus or deficit, using the effective interest method. 

Service fees included in the price of the product are recognised as revenue over the periód during which the Service is 
performed. 

Service Charges 

Service charges relating to electricity are based on consumption. Meters are read on a monthly basis and are recognised as 
revenue when invoiced. Provisional estimates of consumption, based on consumption history, are made monthly when meter 
readings háve not been performed. The provisional estimates of consumption are recognised as revenue without being 
invoiced. 

Adjustments to provisional estimates of consumption are made are made in the invoicing periód. In respect of estimates of 
consumption between the last reading dáte and the reporting dáte, an accrual is made based on the average monthly 
consumption of consumers. 

Service charges relating to refuse removal are recognised on a monthly basis in arrears by applying the approved tariff to each 
property that has improvements. The tariffs are determined per category if property usage and levied monthly based on the 
number of refuse containers on each property, regardless of whether or not the containers are emptied during the month. 
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1.17 Revenue from exchange transactions (continued) 

Financa Income 

Interest earned on investments is recognised in the statement of financial performance on the time apportionment basis taking 
into account the effective yield on the investment. 

Tariff Charges 

Revenue arising from the application of the approved tariffs is recognised when the Service is rendered by applying the relevant 
authorising tariff. This includes the issue of licenses and permits. 

Income from Agency Services 

Income from agency Services is recognised on a monthly basis once the income collected on behalf of the agents has been 
quantified. The income is recognised in terms of the agency agreement. 

Rentals 

Revenue from the rental of facilities and equipment classified as operating leases is recognised over the term of the lease 
agreement, where súch terms spans over more than one financial year a straight-line basis is used. 

1.18 Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

Revenue comprises gross inflows of economic benefits or Service potential received and receivable by the municipality, which 
represents an increase in net assets, other than increases relating to contributions from owners. 

Conditions on transferred assets are stipulations that specify that the future economic benefits or Service potential embodied in 
the asset is required to be consumed by the recipient as specified or future economic benefits or Service potential mušt be 
returned to the transferor. 

Fines are economic benefits or Service potential received or receivable by entities, as determined by a court or other law 
enforcement body, as a consequence of the breach of laws or regulations. 

Non-exchange transactions are transactions that are not exchange transactions. In a non-exchange transaction, the 
municipality either receives value from another entity without directiy giving approximately equal value in exchange, or gives 
value to another entity without directiy receiving approximately equal value in exchange. 

Restrictions on transferred assets are stipulations that limit or direct the purposes for which a transferred asset may be used, 
but do not specify that future economic benefits or Service potential is required to be returned to the transferor if not deployed 
as specified. 

Stipulations on transferred assets are terms in laws or regulation, or a binding arrangement, imposed úpon the use of a 
transferred asset by entities external to the reporting municipality. 

The taxable event is the event that the government, legislature or other authority has determined will be subject to taxation. 

Taxes are economic benefits or Service potential compulsorily paid or payable to entities, in accordance with laws and or 
regulations, established to provide revenue to government. Taxes do not include fines or other penalties imposed for breaches 
of the law. 

Transfere are inflows of future economic benefits or Service potential from non-exchange transactions, other than taxes. 

Recognition 

An inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction recognised as an asset is recognised as revenue, except to the extent 
that a liability is also recognised in respect of the samé inflow. 

As the municipality satisfies a present obligation recognised as a liability in respect of an inflow of resources from a non- 
exchange transaction recognised as an asset, it reduces the carrying amount of the liability recognised and recognises an 
amount of revenue equal to that reduction. 
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1.18 Revenue from non-exchange transactions (continued) 

Measurement 

Revenue from a non-exchange transaction is measured at the amount of the increase in net assets recognised by the 
municipality. 

When, as a result of a non-exchange transaction, the municipality recognises an asset, it also recognises revenue equivalent 
to the amount of the asset measured at its fair value as at the dáte of acquisition, uniess it is also required to recognise a 
liability. Where a liability is required to be recognised it will be measured as the best estimate of the amount required to settie 
the obligation at the reporting dáte, and the amount of the increase in net assets, if any, recognised as revenue. When a 
liability is subsequently reduced, because the taxable event occurs or a condition is satisfied, the amount of the reduction in the 
liability is recognised as revenue. 

Rates, including collection charges, penalties and interest 

Revenue from property rates is recognised when the legal entitlement to this revenue arises. Collection charges are recognised 
when súch amounts are legally enforceable. Penalty interest on unpaid rates is recognised on a time apportionment basis with 
reference to the principle amount receivable and effective interest rate applicable. A composite rating systém charging different 
rate tariffs is employed. Rebates are granted to certain categories of ratepayers and are deducted from the revenue. 

Transfers 

Apart from Services in kind, which are not recognised, the municipality recognises an asset in respect of transfers when the 
transferred resources meet the definition of an asset and satisfy the criteria for recognition as an asset. 

Transferred assets are measured at their fair value as at the dáte of acquisition. 

Fines 

Fines are recognised as revenue when the receivable meets the definition of an asset and satisfies the criteria for recognition 
as an asset. 

Assets (revenue) arising from fines are measured at the best estimate of the inflow of resources to the municipality. 

Where the municipality collects fines in the capacity of an agent, the fine will not be revenue of the collecting municipality. 
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1.18 Revenue from non-exchange transactions (continued) 

Gifts and donations, including goods in-kind 

Donations are recognised on a cash receipts basis or where the donation is in the form of; property, plánt and equipment, when 
súch items are available for use. 

Public Contributions 

Revenue from public contributions is recognised when all the conditions associated with the contribution háve been met or 
where the contribution is to finance property, plánt and equipment, when súch item of property, plánt and equipment are 
brought into use. 

Where contributions háve been received, but the conditions háve not yet been met, a liability is recognised. 

Government Grants 

Income received from conditional grants, donations and funding are recognised as revenue to the extent that the municipality 
has complied with any of the criteria or conditions attached, where conditions háve not been met, a liability is raised. 

Government grants that are received as compensation for expenses or losses incurred or for the purpose of giving immediate 
financial support with no future related costs are recognised in the statement of financial performance in the year in which they 
háve been received. 

Interest earned on investments is treated in accordance with the grant conditions. If it is payable to the founder it is recorded as 
part of the creditor, and if it is the municipality's interest, it is recognised as interest earned in the statement of financial 
performance in the periód in which it is received. 

Government grants are recognised as revenue when: 

- it is probable that the economic benefits or Service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the municipality; 

- the amount of revenue can be measured reliably; and 

- to the extent that the conditions háve been discharged and there has been compliance with any restrictions associated with 
the grant. 

Other grants and donations 

The Municipality transfere money to individuals or organisations and other sectors of government from time to time, when 
making these transfere the municipality does not. 

- receive goods or Services in return as would be expected in a purchase or sále transaction; 

- expect to be repaid in future; and 

- expect a financial return as would be expected from an investment. 

These transfere are recognised in the statement of financial performance in the periód that the events giving rise to the 
transfer occurred. 
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1.19 Investment income 

Investment income is recognised on a time-proportion basis using the effective interest method. 

1.20 Borrowing costs 

Borrowing costs are interest and other expenses incurred by an entity in connection with the borrowing of funds. 

Borrowing costs are recognised as an expense in the periód in which they are incurred. 

1.21 Comparative figures 

Where necessary, comparative figures háve been reclassified to conform to changes in presentation in the current year. The 
náture and reason for the reclassification are disciosed in the comparative figúre note 50 to the financial statements. 

1.22 Unauthorised expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure means: 

• overspending of a vote or a main division within a vote; and 

• expenditure not in accordance with the purpose of a vote or, in the čase of a main division, not in accordance with 
the purpose of the main division. 

expenditure not in terms of the conditions of the allocation from another sphere of Government, Municipality or 
Organ of State and expenditure in the form of a grant that is not permitted in terms of the Municipal Finance 
Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003). 

All expenditure relating to unauthorised expenditure is recognised as an expense in the statement of financial performance in 
the year that the expenditure was incurred. The expenditure is classified in accordance with the náture of the expense, and 
where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. 

Unauthorised expenditure is accounted for as an expense in the statement of financial performance. If the expenditure is no 
certified as irrecoverable by the council it is treated as an asset until it is recovered or written off as irrecoverable. 

1.23 Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Fruitless expenditure means expenditure which was made in vain and would háve been avoided had reasonable čare been 
exercised. 

All expenditure relating to fruitless and wasteful expenditure is recognised as an expense in the statement of financial 
performance in the year that the expenditure was incurred. The expenditure is classified in accordance with the náture of the 
expense, and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. 

If the expenditure is not subsequently certified as irrecoverable by the Council it is treated as an asset until it is recovered or 
written off as irrecoverable. 

1.24 Irreguiar expenditure 

Irreguiar expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act 56 of 2003), the Municipal 
Systems Act (Act 32 of 2000), and the Public Office Bearers Act (Act 20 of 1998), or is in contravention of the municipality's 
supply Chain management policies. 

Irreguiar expenditure excludes unauthorised expenditure. 

Irreguiar expenditure is accounted for as an expense in the statement of financial performance. If the expenditure is not 
certified as irrecoverable by Council it is treated as an asset until it is recovered or written off. 

1.25 Revenue from recovery of Unauthorised, Irreguiar, Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Revenue from the recovery of unauthorised, irreguiar, fruitless and wasteful expenditure is based on legislated procedures, 
including those set out in the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003) and is recognised when the recovery 
from the responsible Councilors orofficials is virtually certain. Súch revenue is based on legislated procedures. 
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1.26 Offsetting 

Assets, liabilities, revenue and expenses háve not been offset except when offsetting is required or permitted by a Standard of 
GRÁP. 

1.27 Conditional grants and receipts 

Revenue received from conditional grants, donations and funding are recognised as revenue to the extent that the municipality 
has complied with any of the criteria, conditions or obligations embodied in the agreement. To the extent that the criteria, 
conditions or obligations háve not been met a liability is recognised. 

1.28 Budget Information 

Municipality are typically subject to budgetary limits in the form of appropriations or budget authorisations (or equivalent), which 
is given effect through authorising legislation, appropriation or similar. 

General purpose financial reporting by municipality shall provide Information on whether resources were obtained and used in 
accordance with the legally adopted budget. 

The annual financial statements and the budget are on the samé the samé basis of accounting therefore a comparison with the 
budgeted amounts for the reporting periód háve been included in the Statement of comparison of budget and actual amounts in 
the annual financial statements. Refer to note 57. 
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1.29 Related parties 

The municipality operates in an economic sector currently dominated by entities directiy or indirectiy owned by the South 
Afričan Government. As a consequence of the constitutional independence of the three spheres of government in South Africa, 
oniy entities within the local sphere of government are considered to be related parties. 

Management are those persons responsible for planning, directing and controlling the activities of the municipality, including 
those charged with the governance of the municipality in accordance with legislation, in instances where they are required to 
perform súch functions. 

Glose members of the family of a person are considered to be those family members who may be expected to influence, or be 
influenced by, that management in their dealings with the municipality. 

Oniy transactions with related parties not at arm’s length or not in the ordinary course of business are disciosed. 

1.30 Change in accounting policy, estimates and errors 

Changes in accounting policies that are affected by management háve been applied retrospectively in accordance with GRÁP 
3 - Accounting policies, changes in accounting estimate and errors, requirements except to the extent that it is impracticable to 
determine the period-specific effects or the accumulative effect of the change in policy. In súch cases the municipality shall 
restate the opening balances of assets and liabilities and net assets for the earliest periód for which retrospective restatement 
is practicable. Details of the changes in accounting policy are disciosed in the notes to the financial statements where 
applicable. 

Changes in accounting estimate are applied prospectively in accordance with GRÁP 3 requirements. Details of changes in 
estimates are disciosed in the notes to the annual financial statements where applicable. 

Correction of errors is applied retrospectively in the periód in which the error has occurred in accordance with GRÁP 3 except 
to the extent that it is impracticable to determine the periód specific effects or the cumulative affect of the error. In súch cases 
the municipality shall restate the opening balances of assets and liabilities and net assets for the earliest periód for which 
retrospective treatment is practicable.

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51. Risk management 
Financial risk management 

The municipality’s activities expose it to a variety of financial risks: market risk (including currency risk, fair value interest rate 
risk, cash flow interest rate risk and price risk), credit risk and liquidity risk. 

The Municipality’s overall risk management program focuses on the unpredictability of financial markets and seeks to minimise 
potential adverse effects on the Municipality’s financial performance. Risk management is carried out by a finance department 
with the assistance of operating divisions, under policies approved by the accounting officer. 

Liquidity risk 

Prudent liquidity risk management implies maintaining sufficient cash and marketable securities, the availability of funding 
through an adequate amount of committed credit facilities and the ability to close out market positions. Due to the dynamic 
náture of the underlying businesses, municipality treasury maintains flexibility in funding by maintaining availability under 
committed credit lines. 

The municipality’s risk to liquidity is a result of the funds available to cover future commitments. The municipality manages 
liquidity risk through an ongoing review of future commitments and credit facilities. 

Cash flow forecasts are prepared and adequate utilised borrowing facilities are monitored. 

The table below analyses the municipality’s financial liabilities and net-settied derivative financial liabilities into relevant maturity 
groupings based on the remaining periód at the statement of financial position to the contractual maturity dáte. The amounts 
disciosed in the table are the contractual undiscounted cash flows. Balances due within 12 months equal their carrying 
balances as the impact of discounting is not significant.

Credit risk 


Credit risk is the risk that a counter party to a financial or non-financial asset will fail to discharge an obligation and cause the 
municipality to incur a financial loss. 

Credit risk consists mainly of cash deposits, cash equivalents, trade receivables and unpaid conditional grants and subsidies. 
The municipality oniy deposits cash with major banks with high quality credit standing and limits exposure to any one counter- 
party. 

Receivables are disciosed net after provisions are made for impairment and bad debts. Receivables comprise of a large 
number of ratepayers, dispersed across different sectors and geographical areas. Ongoing credit evaluations are performed on 
the financial condition of these debtors. Credit risk pertaining to receivables are considered to be moderate due the diversified 
náture of debtors and immaterial náture of individual balances. In the čase of consumer debtors the municipality effectively has 
the right to terminate Services to customers but in practice this is difficult to apply. In the čase of debtors whose accounts 
become in arrears, Council endeavours to collect súch accounts by "levying of penalty charges", "demand for payment", 
"restriction of Services" and, as a last resort, "handed over for collection", whichever procedúre is applicable in terms of 
Counciľs Credit Control and Debt Collection Policy.

The smaii increase in the rentai coiiection is due to more haii hires in the fourth quarter than anticipated 

Interest received on debtors is raised on the outstanding debtors in our books. With more than expected debtors figúre in our 
books, the interest portion has increased. 

The big difference is due to the own fund which was not completely allocated to the other income 

Actuarial gain was not anticipated; as one will not know whether the experťs calculations will result in a gain or a loss. 

There was a small increase over the budgeted figúre because during the second half of the year, the municipality was 
transferring excess funds in the current account to its investment account and that has yielded extra interest. 

The big difference between the budgeted Property Rates revenue and the actual revenue was due to the revised property rate 
which was implemented in the middie of the year. In the beginning of the 2014/15 financial year, property rates were hiked by 
10% but this coincided with the new valuation roll which came in late and came into effect in July 2014. The cumulative effect of 
this led to some property owners having their rates increased between 40% and 48% and refused to pay for their rates. Council 
then took a resolution that property rates should be revised downwards to také into account the new valuation roll, some rate 
payers háve since not paid their 2014/15 rates in full. 

Government grants and subsidies háve been received in full. The variance is the conditional grants which háve been 
recognised after the conditions háve been met.
